The city has completely outgrown 
‘the present telephone exchange ca- 
pacity, says?Mr. Lowry, and the coun- 
cil must take prompt steps if business 
expansion in the department is tobe 
maintained. He estimates the cost of 
replacing the present system with at 
up-to-date system of new ®ines and 
telephones would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $262,000, this not taking into 
account the erection of new buildings. 
He claims that the city ‘phone system. 
today is fast becoming obsolete and 
business efficiency will soon demand 
ihat the latest stype "phones be used 
since these eliminate many of the de- 
fects under which the ten-year-old 
automatic suffers. Mr. Lowry advo- 
cates installing new type equipment 
as rapidly as possible. 

Text of Report 

The full report of the superintend- 
ent as submitted to the commission- 
ers is as follows, it being noted that 
he offers certain suggestions. as. to 
financing the reconstruction program: 

“At the commencement of the year 
1 believe it essential to bring to your 
attention the problem of present and 
future telephone service for the city. 
The question of service for the. bal- 
ance of this year and coming years is 
one that ought to receive more than 


passing consideration at this time. 
Adequate telephone facilities -have 
long ago been determined as one of 


the prime factors governing the suc- 
cessful transaction of any type of 
business and the formation of an 
effective policy cannot be projonged 
indefinitely. I may state that 
purpose of this report is to place my- 
self on record as having brought to 
your attention conditions as they ex- 
ist, and it ought not to be considered 
otherwise than suggesting a definite 
plan. Such a plan requires serious 
consideration; an error in judgment 
at this time, probably more than at 
any other, may cause a handicap from 
which it may be extremely difficult to 
recover. 

“The Edmonton telephone system ts 
divided into four separate districts, 
having one office or exchange In each 
district. These offices are situated as 
follows: One in North End, 101s8t 
street; one West End, corner 121st 
street and 102nd avenue; one in cen- 

| tre of city (Main), 100th street, and 
one at South Side. 
Working to Capacity 

“The three branch offices are at 
present working to their respective 
eapacities; in fact, to give service at 
all we have been compelled to assign 
numbers already listed in the Direc- 
tory to new applicants. This is an 
unusual procedure and mitigates 
against good service. In the north 
district we have a waiting list of 30, 
to whom we are unable to give service 
under present conditions, In the 
main office we may be able to take 
eare of about 650 new subseribers by 
a re-arrangement of the outside phys- 

“al plant. I anticipate a greater de- 
mand for service in 1919 than has 
been the case since 1915 If my as- 
sumption is correct, and I am _ con- 
fident it is, then we will We unable to 
take care of new applicants after 
next August unless extensions are 
made 

“! was informed last year by the 
company manufacturing this equip- 
ment that it would require over a year 
to secure any new equipment; since 
then the company have accepted or- 
ders for several large plants, which

some 22,000 already retiirned to Can- 
ada, according ‘to official estimates 
here. Under the government's policy 
as announced today, these 60,000 will 
be brought to Canada at pubdlite ex- 
pense. The number includes wives, 
children and other dependents of all 
officers, non-commissioned officers and 
men of the Canadian Expeditionary 
force «still serving overseas, In addi- 


| tion to this number, other dependents 


to the number of possibly several 
thousand, who have come to Canada 
since the signing of the armistice on 
November 11 last, and who have paid 
their own ocean and railway fares, 
will have the money expended re- 
funded by the government, the new 


} regulations being retroactive to that 
date. . 

Although full particulars are as yet 
unavailable, it is well established 
that by far the great magority of the 
50,000 dependents still to come to 
Canada are the wives of Canadian

= . peace basis with ‘all speed. 

It will use the existing machinery and any necessary new 
machinery. 

The Committee consists of Hon. Sir James Lougheed, 
Minister of Soldiers’ Civil Re-Establishment; Hon. N. W. 
Rowell, President of the Privy Council; Hon. T. A. Crerar, 
Minister of Agriculture; Hon. G. D. Robertson, Minister of 
Labor; Hon. Arthur Meighen, Minister of the Interior; Hon. 
J. A. Calder, Minister of Immigration (Chairman). To 
assist them, Mr. H. J. Daly has been appointed Director of 
Repatriation. 


This Committee is formed to co- 
ordinate the work of all those de- 
partments of the Government which 
have to do with the task of bringing 
back our soldiers to civil life, caring 
for them and their dependents, pro- 
viding employment opportunities 
for soldiers and war-workers, and 
assuring proper living and working 
conditions. It also assists the efforts 
of all organizations and agencies 
prepared to give aid in the solution 
of our problems. 


tlie E Committee surveys all plans. 
It prevents overlapping and con- 
fusion. It secures expert assistance. 


It obtains more speedy action, more 
effective co-operation. While its 


first consideration is the welfare of 
the Canadian soldier, its scope em- 
braces the whole community. 


The Committee has built up a 
Repatriation Organization to sup- 
plement the work of the existing 
departments of the Government. 


The Committee has secured ex- 
perts on each problem—nilitary, 
employment, social, housing, farm- 
ing, transportation, medical. Noth- 
ing is neglected. It invites represen- 
tatives from all organizations which 
have interested themselves in the 
social and economic welfare of the 
country and the needs of our sol- 
diers. 


Co-operating with the Repatria- 
tion Committee is an Advisory C. _.1- 
mittee appointed by the Great War 
Veterans’ Association.
